organized, with their signs, grips and 
passwords, and It waa only the ener- 
getic action of the people, striding over 
the tangled meshes of tho law, that 
finajly broke up tho powerful alliance

kept a large saloon and billiard parlor 
at the corner of First street and Broad- 
way and old man Connollcy kept the 
same kind of n house on the opposite 
corner. 
Morris and Howo did the 


principal blacksmithing of tho town, 
and a Mr. Davidson was city marshal 
and ran a newspaper at the same time. 


Prank Fargo, a politician of note In 


those days, also ran a newspaper, and 
old man Joe Dlevcs was a carpenter 
and did odd Jobs for those who need- 
ed his services. 


All these old fellows passed away 


years ago. They were good people 
and I hold them in kindly remem- 
brance. 


On the north side of Broadway be- 


tween First an dSecond streets was ft 
wholesale and retail butchershop own- 
ed and carried on by a French Basque 
named Bartola Baratle. 
He was a 


jolly good soul and quite prominent in 
Oakland at the- time ho resided here in 
1S3C. 
The way I came to know Bar- 


atle so well was because Felix Chap- 
pelet, the 
mining expert, and myself 


used to slave for him in those days, 


use the word slave advisedly, for 


slave we two certainly did. We were 
up and at work at 4 o'clock each roor- 
nins and worked on until S and 10 ami 
sometimes as late as 12 o'clock at 
night. 


Two such faithful workers Bavatlc 


never had before, and I believe he rec- 
ognized that fact, from the amount of 
work he riled upon us two men at 
times. 
However, we were young and 


tough and so survived it, and Ba/iatie 
grew rich, so rich that in about a 
year's time, that Is to say In 1807, ho, 
together with his -wife and one or two 
servants moved from Oakland Into San 
Luis Obispo county to the Rancho San 
Juan Caplstrano, which he had purch- 
ased, Intending to go into the business 
of raising cattle. 


Baratle had been on his ranch sev- 


eral months when one evening In May, 
I?.", bight men came along represent- 
ing thembolevs as horse runners—wild 
horses were plentiful In those times— 
and said they wished to purchase some 
food. 
Baratlc and his partner, 
one 


M. Borel, 
generously 
supplied 
the 


horsemen without pay, and that night 
permitted them to sleep in the building 
with the servants. 
In thn morning 


the party rode away. 
Later on, how- 


ever, one of the gang, Miguel Blanco, 
by name, came back alone, and asked 
the privilege of unsaddling his horsey 
and resting himself, saying that his 
partners were running wild horses. 


The Frenchmen were engaged In flig 


King out a well and tho servants were 
cutting hay a short distance 
away, 


but out of sight. Baratle left his part- 
ner and went to speak to the servants, 
Blanco remaining with Borel.. 


sans were oftan heard boasting of their 
bloody deeds, vising such expressions 
as "How the scoundrel fought for his 
life," or, "Why, he fired three shots 
from his revolver after we thought him 
dead." 


In June, 1SD7, Jose Antonio Garcia, 


another of the parties concerned In the 
murder of Baratle and Borel, was cap- 
tured near the Naclmlc-nto and hang- 
ed by the citizens of San Luis Oblepo. 
Garcia made a full confession on the 
gallows. Implicating the 
notorious 


gambler. Jack Powers. 


Following swiftly upon this event 


came another which Indicated that the 
people had at last become 
aroused. 


Several of the robbers who had been 
concerned In the murder of Baratle 
and Borel at San Juan Caplstrano, the 
miscreant Pio Linares at their head, 
being hard pressed by the Americans, 
who were pursuing them, took shelter 
in a dense willow wood In the O.*os 
Kancho, near San Luis Oblspo, and 
were surrounded. 


The pursuing paity attempted 
to 


hunt them out, but after having one 
of their number wounded by a shot 
from Linares were forced to desist on 
the approach of night 
By the next 


day over n hundred armed citizens 
were on the ground, hemming the wooc 
with a cordon of sentries and began 
to beat the brush for the robbers. 
A 


battle ensued. In which Plo Linares 
was killed and his two Mexican com- 
panions, both of whom were partici- 
pants In the murder of Baratle ant 
Hort-1, were captured. 
The citizens 


had one man'killed and two others 
wounded. 


The captured Mexicans were openly 


hanged In San Luis Oblspo next day 


Considering the rclsn of terror that 


had so Ions existed In that region anc 
the utter powerlei-sne«s of th« law to 
leach the murderers, the acts of the 
citizens' Vigilance Committee were not 
only justifiable but eminently worthy 
of applause. 


The last of this gang of murderers 


one Kleves Robles, was finally round- 
ed up and lodged in Jail at San Luis 
Oblspo. 
On the "th day of June 


1S5S, he was 
quietly taken by 
the 


Vigilantes and hanged. 
KobKs con 


fesscd his part In the murder of Bara- 
tte and Borel and his statement was 
fully corroborative of those made by 
his accomplices who had preceded him 
to the gallows.

generally.

tel ests and this fact has become ap- 
parent to petroleum miners—the propa- 
gators of an industry now In Its swad- 
dling clothes, but which In a tew years 
will become one of the great indusulfii 
of the State. They are therefore join- 
ing hands and afllMatlng uith the Cali- 
fornia Miners' Association as the wis- 
est plan to pursue.
